Thomas explained, "We're try- 
Ing to get all the evidence we 
can to support or oppose a pro 
posal to curtail the sardine sea­ 
son in the interest of conser­ 
vation of this resource for years 
to come. The same sort of pro- 
posal has been advanced for 
mackerel, in this case to eslab- 
Hsh a closed season several 
months each year."
